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Making Plans 
for Red Cross 
1922 Roll Call 


The .sixth annual Roll Call of the 
American Red Cross Association begin.s 
November 11 and ends on the :’.0th,— 
extending from Armistice Day to 
Thanksgiving. Active preparations 
are being made by the chapters all 
over the United Stales to renew the 
membership of the association and se- 
i cure the funds neces.sary to carry on 
its beneficent work. 

Mayor Mitchell, who conducted the 
roll call so successfully last year, will 
again have the active management of 
the campaign in Sierra Madre. He will 
be assisted by the ladies who compose 
the board of directors of the local 
chapter and by volunteer workers in 
the community. La.st year 828 indi¬ 
viduals answered the call and a total 
of $1275 was contributwl to the cause. 
This year it is hoped that the mem¬ 
bership and receipts will be doubled. 
During the past twelve months the 
city has increased in wealth and pop¬ 
ulation, so it is reasonable to expect 
that our prosperity will be reflected in 
the results obtained by this roll call. 

The number of Americans blinded in 
the World War and recognized by the 
government as entitled to compensa¬ 
tion was, according to latest statistics, 
626. Three hundred and eleven are to¬ 
tally sightless and 225 partially blinii- 
eil. Of the total, 242 were given train¬ 
ing by the American Red Cro.sa at 
Evergreen Institute, Baltimore, Md., 
up to December 21, 1921, when the in¬ 
stitution was turned over to the Vet¬ 
erans’ Bureau. 

The statistics will be gratifying to 
Red Cross members as showing that 
more than one-thiid of the thus af- 
fllicted veterans rei'eiven training 
through the Red Cross toward the end 
th.at they might in some measure be¬ 
come self-supporting. Many others 
‘ would have benelitted had their physi¬ 
cal condition made it possible. 

The facts are food for thought and 
' for gratitude for the inspiration which 
J materialized in the founding of Ever¬ 
green. In idealism and practical use¬ 
fulness this work stands apart on the 
highe.st plane, and the $7,088 appro¬ 
priated in the buiiget of Hie National 
Headquarters of the Red Cross for the 
I current fn-ial year, to supplement cer¬ 
tain salaries, to finance recreational 
? activities and to provide for the pur- 
1 chase of emergency eiiuipment and 
e supplies at Evergreen, will stimulate 
e effort towanl still greater accomplish¬ 
ments in this institution. Yet that is 
e not all, for out in the chapters alert 
minds and nimble fingers are untiring 
il in producing books in Braille that the 
d still more nimble fingers of blinded 
I- e.x-service men may communicate to 
s the ever-seeing brain the wonders of 
the written woixi.

Ill a circuit ill which the energy Is 
small and the frequency is high, that 
Is, short wave length, the eon|)ltng 
condenser need be of only a very small 
capacity. The elements of a vacuum 
tithe have a capacity wltti respect to 
caoh other. Some of the most etllcletit 
of Ifie short wave regenerative navlv- 
ers used today depend on the cniiaclly 
lietweeii the elements of tlie vacuum 
tulle to furnish the necessary electro¬ 
static caiuiclly lietween the plate and 
the grid I'lrcults to feed eneggy from 
one of these circuits to the other. 

Figure 1) shows a simple single tube 
regenerative receiver for short wiue 
work that depends on the electro¬ 
static capacity between the elements 
of the tube for the coti|)Ilng between 
the plate and grid circuits. A viirio 
muter “A" 111 the antetma circuit Is 
used for tuning, .\nother variometer 
••B" In series with the plate Is used 
for tiiniiig tlie plate circuit to the same 
tiHtiiral period us that of the reielved 
signal. This circuit Is sotuellmes 
called the ttmeil tdale circuit method 
of regeneration. 

TTiere are two tuned oscillating cir¬ 
cuits In the receiver. One tuned dr- 
cull consists of the variometer "A" 
with the capacity of the grid to tlla- 
meld of the tube across It. Tlie other 
tuned circuit consists of the vario¬ 
meter “B" with the capacity of the 
plate to tllament across It. These two 
circuits are In turn electrostatically 
coupled to each other hy the eapaelty 
between the grid and the [ilate.
